I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1965® 

The  population  is  estimated  to  have  risen  by  2,020  persons,  and 
as  the  natural  increase  is  only  351,  again  more  persons  have  entered 
the  district  than  have  left  it® 

The  birth  rate  is  lower,  but  still  above  the  national  average. 

The  death  rate  is  about  the  same,  as  in  previous  years,  but  below  the 
national  average. 

The  infant  death  rate  continues  below  the  national  average.  Of 
the  eleven  deaths  in  this  age  group,  two  were  due  to  prematurity,  two 
to  birth  injuries,  and  three  to  congenital  abnormalities.  There  were 
two  cases  of  asphyxia,  one  of  acute  bronchitis  and  one  of  paralysis 
of  the  gut. 

I  have  included  commentary  in  the  various  sections  of  the  reports. 

I  welcome  the  services  of  Mr.  Hitchcock,  who  commenced  work  in 
August.  The  work  of  the  department  is  steadily  increasing®  I  would 
like  to  pay  tribute  to  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  and 
to  the  co-operation  of  members  of  Council  and  Staff.

One  mild  case  of  poliomyelitis  occurred  in  June,  in  an  unvaccinated 
child  of  19  months*  People  living  in  the  same  street  were  given  one  or 
more  doses  of  vaccine,  according  to  their  record  of  immunisation.  One 
elder  brother  attending  the  infant  school  had  never  been  immunised  prev¬ 
iously;  of  the  180  infant  school  children,  only  one  other  child  had  not 
been  immunised  and  all  the  children  at  the  infant  and  junior  schools  were 
given  booster  doses  of  oral  vaccine. 

No  further  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  diagnosed.  The  high  rate  of 
poliomyelitis  vaccination  in  the  schools  does  credit  to  the  general 
practitioner  and  school  medical  service. 

There  was  the  usual  biennial  measles  epidemic;  over  two  thirds  of 
the  cases  occurring  in  March  and  April. 

Of  the  17  cases  of  food  poisoning  notified,  six  were  sporadic;  11 
cases  occurred  in  three  families.  In  no  case  was  the  source  of  infection 
identified.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


The  Bristol  Waterworks  supply  piped  water  throughout  the  Long  Ashton 
Rural  District  Council  area.  It  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and 
quantity  throughout  the  year.  No  form  of  contamination  occurred  in  1965<> 

There  are  still  some  196  houses  not  on  mains  supply.  A  piped  supply 
was  substituted  for  well  water  in  9  houses,  and  6  houses  on  spring  or 
rainwater  supply  were  connected  to  the  mains. 

The  water  for  four  houses  at  North  Weston,  supplied  by  a  shallow 
well,  was  found  to  be  grossly  contaminated  in  May.  Pending  the  laying 
of  a  main  which  was  agreed  by  the  Bristol  Waterworks  Company  and  this 
authority,  drinking  water  has  been  carted  to  these  houses  throughout  the 
rest  of  1965« 

In  April,  the  Bristol  Waterworks  Company  were  instructed  to  extend 
their  main  to  the  Backweli  Hill  part  of  the  parish  of  Backwell  at  an 
estimated  cost  to  the  Council  of  £A,303«  This  scheme  will  make  a  supply 
of  mains  water  available  to  some  dozen  dwellings  now  dependent  on  rain¬ 
water  supplies.  The  scheme,  which  is  subject  to  grant  aid  from  the 
County  Council  and  the  Ministry  under  the  Rural  Water  Supplies  and 
Sewerage  Acts,  is  in  hand. 

A  survey  was  commenced  late  in  the  year,  to  encourage  connection  to 
the  mains  supply  where  available.  In  Dundry  parish,  6  houses  were  not 
connected,  which  could  be.

A  survey  was  carried  out  in  August,  as  in  the  rest  of  the  County, 
to  ascertain  the  use  of  licensed  sites  and  the  number  of  unauthorised 
caravans  in  the  district.
